The order will have to be carried out in different 
ways because the various draft boards have different 
problems and only this much can be answered simply: 
There is to be a clean sweep of men 18 through 
25, except those deferred for super-essentiality. 
Does this mean that no men over 26 will b* drafted 
• until all those under 26 are drafted? No. 
Men 26 to 38, not in war jobs tm war-related jobs 
or jobs considered necessary in their community, will

When all the frost has been I soil should not be worked too dry; 
thawed out of the soil in the spring, 
prepare to spade the Victory G ar­ 
den plot; bui first test it to be sure 
it is neither too wet, nor too dry. 
Tile m ost reliable test is a simple 
one—call it the mud-pie test. Pick 
up a handful of soil and pat it be­ 
tween your palm s as you used to do 
iii childhood; if it holds together 
and m akes a nice mud-pie, then it 
is too wet to spade. 
Keep off soil 
when it is in this condition, lest you 
form clods which will prove trouble­ 
some all sum m er. 
The m ore clay the soil contains, 
the m ore injury it will suffer if 
spaded when too wet. 
Yet clay 


in fact, you can seldom spade it 
then, for it is too hard. 
There is a point between the two 
extrem es when a handful of soil, 
patted between the palm s, will 
crumble. It is not dry, but slightly 
moist, yet not wet enough to hold 
together in a mud-pie. At this point, 
even clay can be spaded easily, 
and will break up without forming 
clods. When the test indicates that 
this favorable condition prevails, do 
not delay spading, otherwise the 
soil m ay dry out unduly, and com­ 
pel you to w ait for heavy rains to 
restore the right degree of mois­ 
ture.
